(b) In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an inten^ew with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the 
interview as warranting favorable action must be fijfld by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for response to Office action as siiecified in 6$ 
1.111,1.135. (as U.S.C.132) ^ 

§ 1.2. Business to be transacted in writing. Ail business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of 
applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and Trademark OfTice is unnecessary. The-actlon of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exciusiveiy 
on the written record In the Office. No attentton will be paid to any alleged oral promise, stipulation^ or understanding In relation to which there is disagreement or 
doubt. 

The actton of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself incomplete through the failure 
to record the substance of Interviews. 

It is the responsibility of the applicant or the attorney or agent to make the substance of an interview of record in the applk»ition file, unless the examiner indicates 
he or she will do so. It is the examiner's responsibility to see that such a record is made and to correct material inaccuracies which bear directly on the question of 
patentability. 

Examiners must complete a two-sheet cart)on interleaf Interview Summary Form for each inten^iew held after January 1. 1976 where a matter of substance has 
been discussed during the interview by checking the appropriate boxes and filling in the blanks in neat handwritten form using a ball point pen. Discussions regarding 
only procedural matters, directed solely to restriction requirements for which intenriew recordation is otherwise provided for in Section 81 2.01 of the Manual of Patent 
Examining Procedure, or pointing out lypographk»l errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, are excluded from the Interview recbrdatton procedures 

Vie Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portfon of the file, and listed on the "Contents* list on the file 
wrapper. The docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect inteiviews. In apersdnal intenriew^ this duplteate copy of the Form is removed and given 
to the appltoant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone Interview, the copy Is mailed to the applicanfs correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next offkaal communk^atkm. tf addittonal correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an altowanca or if other drcumstanees 
dtotate. the Fbmi should be rrmiled promptly after the telephonte interview

The Form also contains a statement reminding the applicant of his responsibility to record the substance of the interview. 

it is desteeable that the examiner orally remind ttte applk^t of his obligation to record the st^ance of the Intenriew in each case unless both applicant and 
examines agree that the examiner wiit record same, Where the examiner agrees to record the-sutxitance of tlie intenriew. or when it Is adet^iately recorded' on the 
Form or in an attachment to the Fonm. the iexaminer should check a bene at the bottom of the Fbrm informing tfie appflcant that be need not mipptemant the Form by 
submittlngaseparate record of the substance of the interviews 

It should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomi witi not normally be considered a complete and proper reconlatksn of the Interview unless it Includes, 
or is supplemented bv the appUcant or the examiner to^nctude, alt of the applk»ble Jtems required below concerning the stibstance o(the kiteiyiew: 

A complete* and proper recordatton of the. substance; of any intend shoukJ Include at least the foltowtng applicable items: 

1) A brief descriptkin of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration 

2) an Wentificallonpf.the'Clalme.disctwsed.

5) 9 brief-identification of the general thrust of the principal arguments presented to the examiner. The Identification of arguments need not be lengthy or 
elaborato, A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not required. The Identification of the arguments Is sufficient if the general nature 
or thrust of the prihdpal arguments made to the examiner can t>e understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to 
emphasize and fully describe those arguments which he feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner. 

6) a general indicatk>n of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the intenriew unless already described In the interview Stimmary Form completed by the examiner. 

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of en interview. If the record is not complete or accurate, the examiner will give the 
applicant one month from the date of the notifying letter or the remainder of any period for response, whtehever Is longer, to complete the response and theretiy avoid 
abandonment of the application (37 CFR 1 .135(c) ), 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

Applicant's summary of what took place at the Interview should be carefully checked to determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the 
examiner during the interview. If there is an inaccuracy and it bears directly on the question of patentability, it shouM be pointed out in the next Office letter. If the 
claims are altowable for other reasons of record, the examiner shouki send a letter i9M9ltlng forth his or her verston of the statement attributed to him. If the record is 
complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indtoatton "Interview record OIC on the paper recording the GUbstarK» of the intenriew atong with the date and 
the examirier's initials. 
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
